There is a good deal of distress in 
London over the amount of money 
in the Bank of England, but tlie feel- 
ing is, of course, not gonerall}- shared. 
It appears that on th" 1st inst. the 
bank contained something like .S17r»,- 
000,000, tho largest amount over at 
one time it contained in its vault.s. 
Tho Bank of Franco was in a similarly 
deplorable condition, struggling along 
under a load of §450,000,000, half of 
which was supposed to be in silvei'. 
The ordinary observer even if able to 
conceive any adequate idea of tho 
magnitude of . such sums, may not re- 
alize the fact that this immense sur- 
plus furnishes a disquieting commen- 
tar\' upon the condition of trade. It is 
the surest indication of wide=ipread 
stagnation in commercial circles, and 
tiiat it should have accumulated after 
a succession of yearp in ^yhich tlj.o im- 
ports of Great Britain were largely in 
excess of her exports, aflfords an inter- 



esting study to students of political 
economy and professors of free trade. 

The Greek Government has received 
an ofliicial report from its vice-consul 
at Rhodes, stating that a band of fish- 
ermen belonging to tho Islands of 
Aniorgos, a part of tho Grecian dom- 
inions, recently captured by violence 
a bark hailing from the Isle of Patmos 
and carrying besides its crew several 
passengei's, local merchants and trad- 
ers. They conveyed their prizo and 
captives to a neighbouring i.sland, 
totally uninhabited, near which they 
sank the bark after plundering it. Tlie 
passengers and crew they took ashore, 
where they mercilesaly put them to 
death by decapitation. It would ap- 
pear that this crime has been revealed 
by one of the ruflians concerned in it, 
wdio, couseiencc-stricken, has denounc- 
ed his accomplices to the authorities 
at Rhodes. 

A murder was committed near Alton 
tho victim being a young woman nam- 
ed Jessie Warwick, and the murderer, 
her swoetheai't, James Lancelot Bock. 
ITo arrived at the house of the deceas- 
ed's parents one night, and the follow- 
ing morning proposed a walk. Tliey 
went on the highroad towards tho vil- 
lage of Troylo, and a rain coming on 
tho mother followed with a waterproof 
for hei' daughter. Meeting them run- 
ning, slui gave tho cloak to the deceas- 
ed, and while the gii-l was in the act 
of ])uttiiig it on, Rock rushed at her 
with an open razor and infiicte<l a 
frightful gash in her throat, nearly 
severing her head from her body. Tho 
mother went to her daughter's assist- 
ance, and twice knocked the murderer 
down. Ho then attacked her, and 
Kiivorely wounded her in the arm. Mr. 
Ciilbert, corn merchant, of Farnham, 
came along, and found the two women 
by the roadside, one d3'ing and the 
other seriously injured, both saturateil 
witli blood. The motive appears to 
have been jealou.sy, as the poor girl, 
shortly before sho expired, said, "..Moth- 
er, I am dying. He said if he did not 
have me VValter (meaning her cousin) 
shouldn't." The murderer was captur- 
ed after threatening to murder an Ex- 
ci.se supervisor and driving off in his 
trap. 

'riii; Paris Globe ])ublishes the follow- 
ing telegram from Odessa: —"The tran- 
sport ship which left this port recently 
for Saghalien with a convoy of 700 
Nihilists lost 200 of them on tho v/ay 
from disc.ise, occasioned by overload- 
ing and tho absence of all sanitary 
precautions. Cue hundred and fifty 
others were landed in an almost dying 
state. A second transport is being 
[u-epared under the same horrible con- 
ditions. The prisoners are packed like 
cattle in the liold of tho ship." 

Mr. Tenny.son has lieen requested to 
write the inaugural odo for the Austra- 
lian International Exhibition. The ode 
may, if written, and if local jealousic.-;

The Lancet, while it 
does not question tho common opinion 
of its virtues, derides the interested 
objections of the liquor-.sellers, and ad- 
vises everybody to take as much lime- 
juice as he wants.

Tho Oouatoss of "Waldosravo. 

Tho Liberal party has .sustained a 
great Iobs in the death of Fiances, 
Countess of Waldegrave, a woman of 
rninnrkable ability, whose receptions 
and parties have been famous for a 
number of years. Her death was sud- 
den, for on the day ]ireviou3 nho had 
come up from Strawberry Hill — the 
Tory ca.slle that 'Walpole built on tlio 
bank.s of Thames — to her town house, 
where Dr. Andrew Clark had to be 
called in, She died a few hours after- 
wards of acute bronchitis. She was an 
extraordinary woman in many way.s. 
She was the daughter of a Jew, John 
Brabam, of n family long settled in 
England, of tho nnino of Abraham. 
Mr, Brahani, tlui greatest of all tenor 
singers, embraced the Chri.stian faith 
and his children were brought up in 
tho Church of England. Lady "Waldo- 
grave was born about 1820. She was 
raairied four times. First to Mr. "Walde- 
grave, a gentleman who left her large 
e.statos at iiis death in LS-IO. She then 
married a connection of hi.s, the .seventh 
Earl of "Waldegrave, who died in 1S16. 
Lady Waldgrave then came into pos- 
.spssion of Strawberry Hill, and of the 
Earl's estates in Somerset and Essex. 
In the next year she married Mr. 
N'crnuu llarconrt. After his death 
she married tho preseiit Jjord Carlins- 
ford, who was then Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, and better known as Mr. 
Chichoster Fortescuc. The late Count- 
ess was n tower of strength to the 
Liberal ])arty. For nearly forty years 
she occupied a leading jiosition in 
])olitical Kociety. Her residence at 
Cliewter and Strawberry Hill and her 
town residence iu Carlton Gardens 
were always open iiouses, and she re- 
ceived at lier tables and assemblies all 
that was great in English Hocicty, be- 
side.s extending a generous patronage 
to rising talent in every walk of life. 
Her great wealth, united with the 
kindest of dispcsitions, made her a 
"Jjady Bountiful" whoso good deeds 
arc countless. She w as, in fact, one of 
th(^ most charming and most genial 
and most charitable of women, and it 
will be a long time before tln^ gap left 
by her death is liUed. She leaves be- 
hind her, for the future historian of 
political society, traditions of her sahn 
as famous as those of Holland House. 



Engrland's ^ovr Stoel Ships of Wsx. 

IliOndon Times, Juiiu 23. 1 
Three steel-clad ships are, it seems, 
at tills moment building in the Gov- 
ernment yards at Portsmouth, Pem- 
broke and Cliatliani. Wliat their 
cost will ultimately be when complet- 
ed it is too early to make even a rough 
gucB.s; but tho two larger ones, to be 
named the Iilajestic and Colossus, are 
not likely, so far as we at present 
know of the'' expensive material of 
which they are to bo composed, to bo 
finished and fitted for sea for leaft than 
a million apiece. Tho least of the 
three, tiic Conqueror, whoso lines havo 
been laid down at Chatham, is to be 
some 2,000 tons loss than her big 
sisters, but they are to be built on tho 
model of the Inflexible tuvrot-ship, and 
not of tho old broadside pattern, which 
seems for 30V[\e reason oi* other to haye 
been £\baudoned fpr some timo past. 
The Majestic unci QoIusbi^s are to 



measure 9,100 tons, and will, there- 
fore, be considerable smaller tiian the 
Inflexible; but as their .^rmor will be 
steel, there i.s no neces.sity for carrying 
so much of il. The Indexible turret- 
ship carries twenty-four inch armored 
plates on her turrets, while it is antici- 
pated that the same amount of pro- 
tection will be afibrded to the Colu.ssus 
and her sister by sixteen inches of 
steel. ^Moreover, steel will be employ- 
ed iu building tho sliip.s an Well as in 
protecting them; and in tiiis way it 
will bo possible to construct them upon 
finer lines, while still remaining as 
strong us broader crafts of iron. A 
greater sjieed will also result from this 
innovation ; and the M.ijestic and Col- 
ossu.s, provided witli engines of G,000- 
horso power, Avill doubtless reaKzo a 
speed of .sixteen miles an hour under 
favorable conditions. Jjke the In- 
flexible and the Ajax and Agamemnon 
our new steel-clads arc not to have 
their revolving turrets in .a line with 
the ship, as is the case with tho Thund- 
erer and eax-lier vessels of this typo; 
but tho two structures will bo placed 
diagonally across the deck, so that all 
the guns can bo lired right ahead or 
dead n.stern. In the Thunderer ■ this 
cannot be done, for one turret stands 
in tho way of tho other, if the object 
to be aimed at is ahead or astern, and 
the ves.sel in chasing must be thrown 
out of her course in order to bring the 
guns of both turrets to bear. In the 
new steel-clads the end-on lire will 
therefore be as destructive as tho broad- 
side fire, while the former method of 
fighting [jo.ssesses tlie obvious advan- 
tage of exposing a smaller mark to the 
enemy.
